He was there 

with his bride. And, as everyone 

knows, brides and grooms can 
use money. 

So there we were. Sarazen 
was trudging along. There was 
just a handful with him—the 
real Sarazen brigade. At the 
14th we heard that Wood was 
in with a 282. 

Still, we faithful few trudged 
along with the swarthy little 
man in knickers, his’ short 
grand-piano legs lumpy from the 
muscles of a _ thousand golf 
courses. 

‘The National is not a difficult 
golf course from the viewpoint 
of bunkers and rough. There are 
only about 30 bunkers, as against 
200 and more on the courses 
which try to be tournament 
tough. The rough is not too bad. 
But the course was designed by 
Bobby Jones and a great golf 
architect, Alister MacKenzie. 
And it rewards the well-calcu- 
lated and well-placed tee shot. 
The other side of this coin is 
that it penalizes, sometimes 
heavily, the poor one. So only 
the Masters play it well. 


Anemic Chance 


At any rate, at the 14th where 
we heard that Wood was in homé 
with a 282, it also became ap- 
parent that Sarazen was the only 
one left with a chance to catch 


him. And it was a chance anemic 
in the extreme.

The 
club went back, seemed to hang 
there for a second, and then 
swept down in a great and 
graceful arc. The stocky body 
flowed into his arms and into 
the punch.

And in one rhythmic 
motion the hips pivoted, and all 
of Sarazen’s will, strength and 
concentration were in the blow.

Peace or Tax Cuts, 


Says Ike-of Budget 


The state of confusion in Washington 
regarding the national budget shows few 
signs of abatement. President Eisenhower 
is at odds with Congress and with top 
members of his own administration on 
whether or not his $71,800,000,000 spend- 
ing proposals can be cut. 

The President has made it very clear 
that any major budget cutting would 
mean giving up programs such as school 
aid, farm price props and drastic curtail- 
ment of defense programs. All these 
things are related, he points out, and ma- 
jor budget slashes just aren't possible 
without endangering national security. 

Thursday Mr. Eisenhower said that 
schools are equally as important to na- 
tional defense as the energy of the atom 
and more necessary than radar warning 
nets. 

Furthermore, said the President, the 
pursuit of peace overcomes hatred of high 
taxes and justifies deferment of “mate- 
rial comfort, or joining a new club or 
doing anything else.” 

Stepping up his defense of the budget, 
the President described the high cost of 
government as a necessary sacrifice for 
the future of America. “We sacrifice for 
peace,” he declared, “so that we won't 
have to sacrifice our sons.” 

The confusion emanates from a con- 
gressional desire to cut taxes, looking to 
the 1958 elections. It also comes from 
the President’s own official family. On 
the same day recently that Mr. Eisen- 
hower was defending his budget, Under- 
secretary of the Treasury W.* Randolph 
Burgess was advocating a cut of at least 
two billion dollars. 

Any substantial cuts that can be made 
must come from the defense and foreign 
aid budgets. These would involve the na- 
tional security and this country’s very 
existence. It is cruel and deceptive to 
hold out promise of tax relief at the ex- 
pense of weakening national defenses.

Has Little Chance 


WASHINGTON—Congress and the administra- 
tion are now tied up in a forlorn legal tangle over 
how to run the government when a president is so 


disabled that he cannot transfer his duties to the vice president. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower wants to give a majority of the Cabinet authority to 
transfer the president's duties to the vice president if a president is 
unwilling or unable to declare his own disability. 


Powerful elements in the Con- 
gress, however, are unwilling to 
entrust such a momentous decision 
to what they regard as a subjec- 
tive body such as the Cabinet. In- 
numerable groups on Capitol Hill 
have alternate schemes which are 
unacceptable to other groups. 


Therefore, the only hope now 
seems to be to avoid the main point 
of controversy and concentrate on 
seeking action on the points of gen- 
eral agreement. 

Fortunately, there is a consensus 
of influential legal and political 
opinion on some important points. 
There is general agreement that 
the present ambiguities in Article 
II, Section 1, Paragraph 6 of 
the Constitution rai‘se the pos- 
sibility.of a dangerous paralysis of 
executive authority at a time of 
world crisis. 

There is also agreement that the 
president should be able to trans- 
fer his duties to the vice president 
when he feels unable to carry them 
himself, Most importantly, there is 


The Cabinet proposal simply has 
too many opponents under a sys- 
tem which requires a_ two-thirds 
majority of those voting in the 
House and Senate and three-fourths 
of the states. 


The objection is not only that 
Cabinet members are likely to be 
moved by subjective considerations 
of self-interest or personal affec- 
tion for a president who put them 
in office, but other serious consid- 
erations arise, 


Under the present law of presi- 
dential succession, the speaker of 
the House of Representatives is 
next in line for the presidency aft- 
er the vice president. 


What would happen, under the 
administration's Cabinet proposal, 
if the vice president were dead 
and the president then became dis- 
abled? Would the president’s Cab- 
inet be willing to vote to turn over 
the powers and duties of the presi- 
dency to the speaker of the House?

Intermediate Missile 


To Be Ready Soon 


WASHINGTON—The United States has achieved 
a sensational scientific breakthrough in missile de- 
velopment. This accomplishment means that the 


1.500-mile IRBM (Intermediate Range Ballistic Missile), breathlessly 
sought by the Army as essential to retain the balance of power against 
the Soviet Union, will be ready for American forces, for British forces, 
perhaps for other Allies far sooner than anyone had dared hope. 


It is now the informed judgment 
of many at the Pentagon who are 
privy to the facts that the IRBM 
before long can be moved out of 
the prototype stage into produc- 
tion so that in the span of 12 
months they can be deployed for 
combat use to American and se 
lected Allied bases abroad. 

This brings the atomic-warhead, 
land-based missile within striking 
distance of vulnerable Soviet ter- 
ritory in the visible future. 

It leaves the U.S. missile ex- 
perts reasonably certain that the 
Soviets will be unable to exceed, 
perhaps not able to match, the 
speed with which the United States 
is bringing the IRBM into opera- 
tional use. 

If all goes well from here out 
the coveted Intermediate will be 
coming off the assembly line one 
to three years earlier than for- 
cast, 

At Bermuda last month at the 
conclusion of the Macmillan-Eisen- 
hower talks, Secretary of State 
Dulles estimated that it would be 
two to four years before we would 
be able to supply Britain with the 
promised missiles. 

There remain “bugs” in the 
1,500-mile Intermediate which will 
have to be eliminated before the 
production signal can be given.

WASHINGTON—The good news that Democrats

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Death of a Favorite 


-« AUGUSTA, April 5—Perhaps it’s nothing more than 
a backlash from the fierce presssure which is a trade- 

mark of their trade, but some of the big name pros turn 
golf into an unfriendly game. 


They are often tense and irritable around the clubhouse and 
stmple questions seem to annoy them. On the course, a few stare 
at the gallery and snap at photggraphers. 

Golf is a nerve wracking game, and 
a thin blade of grass sometimes means 
the difference between fame and thou- 
sands of bucks. But you understand the 
attitude of the pros better after watch- 
ing the death of a favorite, such as Dr. 
Cary Middlecoff. 

Middlecoff had entered the Masters 
as the consensus choice to take it all, as 
he did in 1955. Close friends, however, 
hinted at the first tee that Cary might 
me be in for a long afternoon. He hadn't 
@* fully recovered from a virus bout, which 
5. trimmed eight pounds off his slim 
frame. He hadn’t been putting too good, 
me they said, and he was worried about 
m that phase of his game. 

And Thursday afternoen undoubted- 
ly was one of the longest afternoons of 
the Middlecoff career. He registered 38 
on the front side, then soared to 41 on

the last nine. He was in just about every kind of trouble a hazard- 


ous golf course provides . . . in the ditch, in the water and all but 
out of the tournament with a first-round 79. 

Cary estimated that he had missed seven putts by five 
feet or less, and nothing seemed to work. There was no dis- 
play of| temperament, but you wouldn’t have blamed Middle- 
coff if he had flipped his lid. 

And you couldn't blame him for hurrying to the clubhouse, 
dressing quickly and driving away. Before he departed, he sent 
word to his close friend, Walter Stewart, to meet him out front. 
Perhaps Middlecoff was consoling Stewart, for the Memphis sports 
editor takes Cary'’s defeats the hard way. 


—Personality Is Based on Par 


As Middlecoff buzzed away in his flashy car, Jackie Burke and 
Sam Snead were holding court inside the clubhouse. A few strokes 
makes a vast difference in a pro’s personality. Snead, who had 
toured the course with Middlecoff, owned a 72 and a smile. Burke, 
attempting to become the first repeater at Augusta, was also in a 
congenial mood. He had posted a 71, the only man in the field of 
100 to decision par on opening day. 

Though the dead-pan expression seldom changes on the faces 
of some pros... Ben Hogan, for example, you can read the 
scores by glancing at most of them as they leave the 18th hole. 


They had an eye on the sky, as they entered the club- 
house to dress out for Friday’s round, for a heavy downpour 
had turned the course into an off track. 

Doug Ford was one guy who didn’t seem to mind the bad 
weather. He was sitting on a bench changing shoes and awaiting 
his call to the first tee. He appeared tg be the most relaxed person 
in the joint, and at this point he was still very much in the run- 
ning. 

“T take this game as serious as anyone,”’ Ford said, ‘‘but I just 
don’t get tense. There are times in a tournament when I enjoy talk- 
ing while I'm playing.”’ 

Most golfers had rather have Middlecoff fill a tooth than to 
talk during a match. But Ford is unorthodox in many ways. He 
doesn’t piddle around with, putts, and is about the fastest player 
on the tourney trail. 

He reminds you of a baseball player, instead of a golfer. 
Perhaps that’s because he was a baseball player with excep- 
tional talent at George Washington High School in New York. 
“Several scouts insist Doug could have made the majors as an 
‘infielder. 

“I had some offers to try out,’’ Ford said, as he tied his shoe, 
“but I’d rather play golf. I grew up in a golf family, and it was 
my choice as a career from the start. 
~ ‘My father is a golf teacher, and four of my uncles are pros;”’ 
hie continued, ‘‘so it was only natural that I turned to golf. I’ve 
néver regretted it.” 


——He’s One Guy Jayne Didn’t Kiss 


= It’s also ohly natural that Ford doesn’t regret it. He was 
Golfer of the Year in 1955, when he bagged several of the big ones 
and took home $33,253. He has been a consistent money winner 
since he turned pro in 1549. 

“It’s a good life and I like it,” he said, ‘‘but you ‘get tired of 
$0 much travel. I must drive around 40,000 miles a year, and fly 
$everal thousand more. 

. ‘“‘Who taught me how to play golf? My dad, Mike. He’s the 
- only pro I ever took a lesson from. Even now, when I get to 
going ‘bad, I'll have him fly in to check my game, and he 
usually spots what’s wrong with me. 

“T guess you'd say that I’m a natural golfer, for I've never 
spent too much time worrying about my swing. That's one of the 
reasons I play fast on the course.’ 

Ford also plays a fine game on another green—the pool table.
